HIS FATHER MURDERED. 


And Young Hurd Suspected of the Crime,

TI^rT-.o riu*,lc a Failure. 


Until BCEGO recent discoveries by Pro- 


fessor Saussicr of Vevey, Switzerland, 
it was not suspected that fishes were af- 
fected by music. In a shallow inlot Pro- 
fessor Saussier fonnd a queer arrange- 
ment of strings iii the water winch de- 
manded examination. Viewing the af- 
fair from a distance with a water tela- 
jcope he saw that some fishes, which 
had, by the usual painful method, gain- 
ed possession of several fragmeuts of 
fishline, were passing them around two 
sticks thrust into the water by some fish- 
erman. When the striugi were strung, 
the stakes were wedged apart by piling 
atones between them so as to tighten the 
strings, three or four fishes rolling a 
stone along the bottom with thoir noses. 
The operation was necessarily slow. 
The professor watched it at intervals for 
two or three days. 


Finally, when all was ready, the lar- 


gest fish seized a stick or bone, and, 
using it as a plectrnin, twanged the 
strings with it, whilo tho'other fishes 
gathered aronrid to hear the music. Of 
conr.se, there was none, as the sub- 
merged strings refused to strand. After 
several trials tho fishes tore up their wa- 
ter harp iii disgust. They had probably 
caught their idea from Aimee Saussier, 
the professor's daughter, who was ic 
the habit of playing a harp by the bank. 
—Boston Journal.

No Permanent Organization, 


A meeting of the citizens interested In a 


no-license campaign and vote was called 
for last night at the Y. M. C. A. parlors. 
It was not largely attqnded. Those pres- 
ent were W. G. Cady, Eev. P. D. Penney, 
Rev. A. B. Church, John Larkin, John 
Drysdale, T. J. Crowley, A. R. Smith, Dr. 
O. J. Brown, George B. Perry, Mr. Dar- 
ling and Samuel Cully, and four reporters. 
The principal acts of the meeting were 
the voting to hold a no-license mass 
meeting a week from Monday night in 
Columbia opera house and voting to re- 
quest the several clergymen to do all in 
their power before thtjn to create an en- 
thusiasm. 
A report of the meeting fol- 


lows: 


The t'lnm Season. 


There were very few present when Rev. 


F. D. Penney asked W. G. Cady to state 
the business of the meeting. It was 
thought best to waita little, during which 
time Mr. Cady remarked this is one ques- 
tion in which people do not seem to take 
a very active interest. Mr. Smith hinted 
they were afraid it Would hurt their 
trades, or chances of election said Mr. 
Larkin. Mr. Penney never saw such a 
number of clams in tide market. All are 
silent. Mr. Cady spoke of the time when 
there was no license before and stated 
that few were ready j to identify them- 
selves with prosecution and thought it 
so 
in 
regard 
to , this 
movement. 


Rev. 
Mr. Penney stated the 
busi- 


ness of the meeting and explained 
that it was the intention to hold a mass 
meeting Sunday afternoon and perhaps 
another Sunday tho I5th. If anyone should 
make a. motion to hold snoh a meeting it 
would be in order. Mr. Crowley inquired 
about the speakers and Mr. Penney ex- 
plained there would be local speakers for 
;he first meeting and he could get Dr. 
Haynes, chairman of the committee of 
100 of Troy, N. Y., for another time. Mr. \ 
Larkin would like to have the meeting, 
but thought sufficient advertising could 
not be given it. 
Mr. Penney explained 


that dodgers would be used. 


Women- Sfot Wanted. 


In response to Mr. Perry it was said that 


Rev. Father Burke had not been called 
upon regarding the movement. 
Mr. 


Perry said in regard to speakers that lay- 
men speakers would be good. It is part 
of the stock in trade of a minister to talk 
on temperance. Some of the difficulties 
of past lectures -on temperance was 
that 
they 
were 
attended 
by 


women and had regular temperance 
talkers. He would not hold a meeting 
until'plans were made for a successful one. 
The having of the Rev. Fathers McCoy, 
McKenna and Doyle' a3 speakers was 
talked of. It was admitted it would be 
difficult to get them to atten 1 on a Sun- 
day,, and then & was said another day 
woi^ld do just as well. Mr. Perry inquired 
about Father Ivers and Flynn. How they 
stood on the matter and if they would 
apeak. Nothing was known of that and 
Dr. O. J. Brown said that to reach the 
voters it would be well to have the meet- 
ing on a week day evening. The advisa- 
bility of having the meeting after the 
regular Sunday evening services was sug- 
gested and Mr. Perry said that would tend 
to make it a women's meeting. This 
meeting should be a men's meeting. 


Tho Board's Example. 


Mr. Penney inquired how it would be to 


arrange a meeting such as the board of 
trade holds and consider the mayor and 
other live topics at which business men 
would take part. That would meet the 
favor of Mr. Perry, who wants a laymen's 
meeting. In regard to the number of 
meetings Mr. Penney said if there was en- 
thusiasm enough there could be even 
nightly meetings. Mr. Crowley thought 
of a rousing meeting the night berore 
election. Mr. Perry would rather have 
one good one than three or four small 
ones. Mr. Cady said Mr. Penney's idea 
was to work up to big meetings. Mr.

them. Dr. Brown inquired how much 
a majority license had last year and it was 
thought about 200. How long ago, he 
again inquired, is it since the town voted 
no. About 10 years, the time of the Hun- 
ter board. He inquired what would be 
the name of the meeting and was inform- 
ed the No-License meeting, pehaps. 


Harmony With Two. 


Mr, Perry thought that last nights meet- 


ing was to hear the report of the cam- 
paign committee. Mr. Penney thought 
he and Mr. Cady could report for that. 
Four of the seven appointed couldn't 
servo, he said, and the last meeting was 
held between Mr. Cady and himself • very 
harmoniously. 
Mr. Penney again inquir- 


ed if any 
one was ready to make 


a motion to have a meeting or leave the 
matter to the regular Sunday meetings. 
Mr. Cadywou'd not like to have a meet- 
ing and a small one. If all the churches 
ar«i invited to attend on a Sundav there 
would be a rousing meeting, even if a few 
women were in it. Mr. Penney thought 
if a mabs meeting was called for the Bap- 
tist cUurch Sunday evenings there would 
be a good many voters there. Itwouldn't 
do to invite rr.eu nominated to office, it 
was agreed, nor those who expect to get 
appointed. 
The man who would not 


speak his mind is a weak man, Mr. Cady 
thinks. Mr. Larkin thought it would be 
a good thing to have several meetings but 
to have one tomorrow he thought would 
be a mistake, Thursday night was sug- 
gested as a good n ght, but it came ta 
mind that that was prayer meeting night. 
The very fact of it being so was thought in 
its favor,forthen the women might attend 
to those meetings and let the men have 
the temperance meeting to themselves. 
Mr. Cidy thought next Sunday night 
would be a good time. Mr. Perry thought 
it cliould be arranged that the Catholic 
brcthsen should take part. The adver- 
tising that Sunday morning sermons 
•ivould give should bring out a good audi- 


ence in the evening. Some one suggested 
Monday evening as the night and the 
suggestion took. 


The Na» Meeting. 


Mr. Perry moved that the committee 


arrange for a meeting for a week from 
Monday night in Columbia opera house. 
Dr. Brown seconded the motion and it 
was carried. A boy was dispatched to see 
if the opera house could be obtained for 
that night. It was settled that the cam- 
paign committee would be strengthened 
by the addition of John Larkin. The 
getting of speakers was lelt to that com- 
mittee.

Brown believes in individual work. Mr. 
Perry thought that after you argue with 
man he is stronger than before in his 
opinion. Just then the boy returned and 
reported that Columbia opera house could 
be had Monday night at $15. Mr. Cady 
thought a good leaflet at the church door 
would be valuable. 


Pastors to Work. 


In regard to a Sunday evening mass 


meeting in a week Mr. Cady suggested 
that that be left to the pastors. Mr. Drys- 
dale suggested that the clergymen be 
asked to arrange for one. Mr. Penney re- 
marked that a mass meeting would not 
have as large an attendance as separate 
meetings in the several churches would 
have. Rev. A. B. Church came in at this 
point and Mr.Penney told what the meet- 
ing had done.

The Empire state express has beaten 


the world's record for speed with live 
minutes to spare. The New York Central 
railroad has a habit of setting the pace in 
various directions. One of the latest con- 
veniences adopted by passenger Agunt 
Daniels of this road will be thoroughly 
appreciated by wheelmen. A great deal 
of annoyance has heretofor been occa- 
sioned them in regard to handling their 
wheels on passenger trains, by the delay 
necessary in obtaining releases from the 
baggage car. 


Under the new arrangement special bi- 


cycle tickets can be obtained which pro- 
vide for tranoportation of wheels on the 
New York Central and branches, includ- 
ing the release in such a form as not to 
require the signature of the owner. These 
new tickets have gone on sale this month 
and can i>e obtain at all stations of this 
line. 


The rates for transportation of bicycles 


have been materially reduced, the mini- 
mum rate from twenty-five to fifteen 
cents; the maximum rate of one dollar 
will carry a wheel over the line if desiredv 
The fifteen cent charge will carry a wheel* 
about thirty-five miles; this latter charge 
has apparently been fixed very consider- 
ately to meet the most general require- 
ment, that of going to or returning from a 
day's run. 


When it is borne in mind that manu- 


facturers expect the sales of wheels to 
amount ta over one million during the 
coming year the importance of these con- 
veniences to wheelmen will be readily 
appreciated.

unity for the president to adopt a course 
hat is pretty sure for once to give him a 
early support from all pirts of the 
ountry. 
That Judge Lawrence will be chosen 
resident of the state senate is now prac- 
ically assured, eighteen out of the thirty- 
hree Republican senators having been 
lodged to vote for him in the caucus.

It was prophesied that Friday would be 


a day for making world history, when it 
was thought that a forced entrance to the 
Dardanelles might, be made by warships 
gathering to take a hand if necessary 
to bring Turkey into submission to the 
edict of the European powers. 
But the 


day wore away, the ships did not go 
through, the Sultan is still doing and in- 
tending to do just about as he has a mind 
to and meanwhile it is reported that satis- 


i factory progress is being made in the 
pacification of Armenia. There is some- 
thing sadly suggestive in that word paci- 
fication ; poor Armenia! 


For the word edict as used above per 


mission mij;ht be better used. England 
has a fleet of gunboats on hand and with 
the permission of the powers could sail 
through the Dardanelles and dethrone 
the Sultan, who is responsible for the 
atrocities taking place upon territory un- 
der his alleged government. But such 
permission is not given. Russia stands off 
' and glares but perhaps would co-operate 
with England more than she now shows 
an Inclination to do, if the latter would 
show more independence in the matter 
and more fearlessness as to results. 


British fear of Russian supremacy in 


the Asiatic provinces is unquestionably 
the main cause of this cruel delay on the 
part of the Powers. Russia might gain 
even bur long coveted Constantinople if 
permitted a campaign she is eager to enter 
upon in the Turkish Empire. But that 
would not seriously affect England's free 
communication with her Eastern provin- 
ces, and Russia at her best could;hold Con- 
stantinople only BO long as the Powers 
consented. 


The question then seems to narrow 


down to this : is not Russian government, 
objectionable as it is, preferable to Tur- 
kish anarchy and riot ? With Russia in 
power there will be government; with 
the Sultan undeposed not even the faint- 
est semblance of law or justice will be 
maintained. 


The reign of Abdul Hamid boa been one 


of inconsistency and cruelty almost from 
its commencement, when he began to re 
move all Armenians from the various pub- 
lic departments, and to instal Moslems in 
in their places. His constant effort has 
been to degrade the Armenians and build 
up a Moslem empire. He found he could 
not force the loyal support of the Armen- 
ians and resorted to the most barbarous 
means to persecute them and their friends 
the Christians- He let loose upon them 
a horde of barbarian Kurds with a secret 
understanding evidently that they should 
have unbridled liberty for pillage and 
plunder. And then began atrocities that 
have horrified the civilized world. 


The powers stand by in collossal weak- 


ness waiting for diplomacy to point the 
way. It may yet be that a strong demon 
ttration from America, strange and un 
diplomatic as it may seem in the eyes ol 
some, will have the most powerful effect 
in staying the evil working spirit in the 
Turkish Empire. 


MEN, 
NOT WARDS. 


It is to be hoped that the question o 


ward representation will not enter too 
emphatically into our city campaign. The 
spirit of our community Is unquestionably 
in accord with the spirit of onr excellent 
charter in this respect. 
It requires but a 


moments consideration to nee the desira- 
bility of sacrificing so far as possible a lit- 
tle of the ward pride, that must naturally 
exist, for the benefit of the whole city. 


It will happen every year that the vo< 


ters will have a proportion of candidates 
in mind, whom they want elected regard- 
less of the effect upon proportionate ware 
representation.

The 
community might be almost unanimous 
for such a demand and yet a great goo< 
might be denied our oity through regarc 
for an unwise prejudice about the wards 
having an exact quota in the city council 


One ward may be asked to make sacri 


flees one year, but it may have good occa 
•ion to ask for still larger sacrifices from 
its neighboring ward another year. The 
dividing lines are mere matters of con 
vonience and Intended to simplify th. 
manner of casting and counting votes 
rather than to have any bearing upon th 
selection of candidates to be voted for 
Because yon live on one side of the stree 
and your choice for councilman on thi 
other, it wou'd be unfortunate ifyoi 
should not feel at perfect liberty to 
vote for him, simply because a stree 
gave one number to your ward am 
another to his.

This campaign has much to do with estab- 
'ishing precedents; let the aim be tc 
make them all good, sensible ones that i 
will be safe to stand by.

THE ARMENIANS' CASE 


Pathetically Outlined In a Petition 


For Our Congress to Consider. 


In It Lies Their Hope For 


Peace and Liberty. 


European Powers Refuse to Move Because 


Blinded by Jealousy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Rev. M. V. Do- 


roonian, D.D., who is tho representative 
of the Armenian patriarch at Constanti- 
nople, has come to Washington as the 
bearer o£ a petition to congress, prepared 
at a mass meeting of tho Armenians ot 
New England, held at Worcester, Mass., 
on Thanksgiving day. 'tho petition which 
wa-> presented yesterday is as follows: 
To the House of Representatives and Senate: 


Recognizing the fact that the influence of 
your honorable and august body, when ex- 
erted on behalf of humanity, has been power- 
ful in securing justice for the oppressed, tar- 
reaching in effect and lasting in results, v.-e, 
the representatives duly accredited by tho 
mass meeting of tho Armenian colony of 
Worcester, Mass., hold on Thanksgiving day, 
humbly petition that vigorous measures be 
recommended by you to his excellency, the 
President of the United States, for putting a 
stop to the most horrible crime of the 
century—the indiscriminate slaughter and 
annihilation of Cnristians at the hands of the 
Turkish government. 
In times past, tho strong, eloquent words oi 


American statesmen uttered on the floors of 
the honw and senate have contributed largely 
to the peace and liberty of wronged nation? be- 
yond the seas. 
Though the sultan has Riven his tardy and 


reluctant consent to the reforms demanded by 
Europe, no hope of benefit can be entertained, 
as the whole machinery of government ie cen- 
tralized in the palace, and the provincial gov- 
ernors are creatures subservient to the sul- 
tan, either personally, or el<te fanatical Mos- 
lems, who, instead of stopping disorders aud 
murder, show inclination to load the mob and 
lend the soldiery aid in the slaughter of life 
and the destruction of property. 


Baaed, as Turkish law is, upon the Koran, 


the sultan is rpcognized as the shadow of (Jod 
on earth, and the impossibility of getting jus- 
tice for Christians in Moslem courts is self-evi- 
dent. Disarmed, as we are, resistance on our 
part is useless, and help must come from with- 
out. 
Tho mvord of Islam is unsheathed, and 


unless Europe and America step between 
fanaticism and its helpless enemies, Armenia, 
once a vineyard, must inevitably become a 
desert and a tomb. 
Within a year there have been murdered at 
least 50,000 of our people, while hundred-s of 
thousands have been reduced to starvation. 
Yet the massacres still go on, while the war- 
ships of the earth's favored nations swing at 
anchor In Turkish waters. Blinded by mutual 
jealousy, the powers of Europe refuse to move. 


Theiefore, turning our eyes to the United 
States, we look to congress for words of en- 
couragement and the warning note that will 
stay the bloody arm of our oppressors. We 
appeal to you, not as aliens, but in the name 
of 10,000 industrious jnd law-abiding Arme- 
nians, now resident in the United States and 
who are rapidly giving it their allegiance.

At I lie UleiltodlHt Clinrch. 


Rev. G. W. Brown, D.D., pastor, deliv- 


ered his sermon on the license question 
in the morning, instead of evening, as re- 
quested by the ladies pf the Women's 
Christian Temperance union. The morn- 
ing hour was chosen forithis by the pastor 
because his pulpit was to be occupied in 
the evening by Rev. A. P. Foster of Bos- 
ton, who spoke at the Congregational 
church in the morning, 


Mr. Brown began his sermon by deplor- 


ing the tardy progress made in the cause 
of temperance retorm, attributing it to 
the strength of the foes of temperance. 
The strong foes of temperance were ap- 
petite, avarice and apathy. The speaker 
believed that as powerful as appetite is, 
whether inherited or cultivated, a kind 
providence had given to every one some 
opportunity for overcoming it. 
A man 


should not be held guiltless for allowing 
himself to be held under the bondage of 
appetite. 


Avarice as shown in the liquor trffic he 


considered a more dangerous foe to tem- 
perance than appetite. He cited a town 
where the weekly pay rolls of a manu- 
facturer amounted to $700 and by a plan 
of marking the bills paid out to the help 
ou a certain day and watching the depos- 
its in the village bank, it was found that 
$342 of the $700 hid come to the bank by 
way of the saloons. He regarded apathy 
as the great silent foe of the cause of 
temperance; the most hopeless feature of 
the cause the indifference of the masses, 
the common conscience seeming to be 
paralyzed on this subject. His experience 
in New York state showed him that two- 
thirds of the pauperism in the locality 
where he iad been located was caused by 
drunkenness. 


Among the remedies advocated were 


primarily the proper education of child- 
ren in regard to the -moral and physical 
effects of the use of intoxicants, and 
secondarily the establishment and enforce- 
ment of proper laws looking to the sup- 
pression of the traffic. 
He asserted that 


at present in our city the liquor traffic is 
as much protected by the laws of our 
commonwealth as are the sacred altars of 
our homes. In answer to the common 
remark that we should "wait until public 
opinion demanded a law suppressing the 
traffic, he said that if we waited until pub- 
lic opinion of itself was developed up to 
that point we might have to wait until no 
such law is needed. He claimed that the 
church has done more than all other in- 
fluences combined for* ihe cause of tem- 
perance. 
Friends of temperance are 


liable to become so heated in working for 
it as to hurt the cause. 
He advocated a 


temperate course in discussing the ques- 
t on of temperance. 


At tlie ConBreffaUonal Cttnreli. 


Rev. W. L. Tenney preached on tho 


temperance question Sunday evening. A 
large part of his sermon was devoted to 
an earnest appeal to young men, present- 
ing to them a high standard of moral 
attainment. He urged the adoption of 
the most sublime type of manliness—that 
to be found in the character and teachings 
of Christ. Resolution and fixed purpose 
to stand by the right are among the ele- 
ments of manliness of'most practical value 
to the individual and to community. A 
boat loose from its moorings never drifts 
but in one direction—down the stream. 
Good comradeship was essential for manly 
development, but it must be a wholesome 
and pure comradeship. 
The treating 


habit he considered responsible for more 
drunkenness than depraved taste. He 
had no faith in a pledge that did not em- 
body the spirit of Christ. 


Responsibility to our fellowmen was 


presented as one of the great responsibili- 
ties of our private and public life. Person- 
al temperance is the fundamental prin- 
ciple of temperance reform. The Protest- 
aut church, he said, has not yet reached 
the practical work in this cause that has 
been reached by our friends of the Oath 
olio church, referring presumably to Iho 
admirable temperance organization of the 
latter church. He claimed that the only 
way to settle the temperance question was 
to so educate the tastes that they would 
be governed in this respect in tho same 
way as they are governed in regard to the 
selection and proper use of food 


Mr. Tenney regretted that he was not 


yet to be permitted to vote in the city of 
his recent pleasant adoption, but said he 
was proud to be a resident of a city where 
a Democrat is ready to vote for a good 
Republican and a Republican for a good 
Democrat. He believed that the removal 
of saloons would remove important ob- 
stacles to good city government. Among 
the results, if this were possible, would 
be better educational influences upon 
children and men, better employment for 
men now in saloons, fairer chances for 
other business enterprises, a higher stand- 
ard of wages following a higher standard 
of living and the upraising of the quality 
of future citizenship. 


He did not assume to assert whether the 


present laws ha,ve been properly enforced 
ia our community or not; his hearers 
knew better about, that than he did. But 
lie wanted to remind every voter for no- 
license that by casting such a vote he was 
bound, if no-license was adopted, to see 
that law enforced. He did not believe in 
rallying for no-license and then falling 
asleep. He made no demands as to how 
any man should cast his vote, only that it 
should be cast carefully and conscientious- 
ly. 


At «lic Baptist. 


Rev. F. D. Penney chose as the subject 


for yesterday evening's sermon "The 
Greater North Adams—Her Four Towers 
of Strength." He first called attention to 
the Holy city and its proportions. Then ho 
emphasized symmetry arid said wherever 
there is a lack of it some evil has been 
forcibly fit work. We can look for noth- 
ing better out of an untarnished life than 
sjmmetryand we can hope 1'or nothing 
better, pray for nothing better for the 
city, state or nation than an untarnished 
life. Men and women mast be of a synv- 


metrical character, looking for the high- 
est and best things.. The four towers of 
strength that Mr. Penney considered 
were, "Religious Devotion," 
"Trained 


Business Ability," "Social Purity" and 
"Temperate Laws and Temperate Life." 
A city ought, he said, to bo characterized 
by religious devotion. That can be fos- 
tered by the proper observance of the 
Christian Sabbath, in public worship, in 
home worship, in religious readingand all 
things helpful and restful to the mind and 
body. 
He would rid the street of 


the 
loud 
cry 
of the 
boys selling 


Sunday 
newspapers. 
Boys 
should 


be taught that Sunday is not 'a day of 
traffic. Religious devotion is fostered by 
pure, consistent, Christian living. 
The 


great question of all questions today is 
that oi Christian sociology. 
Religious 


devotion will be fostered when the church 
is in the best sense popular, not when 
people arc drawn to it for the spectacular. 
In regard to trained business ability, the 
second of the towers, Mr. Penney said he 
did not believe there was a ten-year-old 
boy in the congiegation, who, if he lived 
a life of religious devotion but would be- 
come a successful man. It should not be 
held up to a boy that to become a business 
success is the greatest achievement; rather 
let it be held he should be an earnest Chris- 
tian. As a help to business ability the free 
schools were sustained and parents were 
enjoined to make the best endeavor and 
greatest sacrifice that their children 
might become educated. The schools as 
a teacher of patriotism were not torgotten. 
Social purity, the third tower, is fostered 
by the application of Christianity to the 
marriage relations, to defend the home, 
society, the pure lives of young men and 
women and keep sacred the church of the 
living God. More than a passing word 
might be said on tbatsubject,but let these 
be kept darning out at the top of one of 
these 
towers absolute social purity. 


It is fostered by banishing the low grade 
theatre and the removal of objectionable 
literature from the news stands. Some 
time was given to discussing temperate 
laws and temperate life, the laws enforced 
and the life maintained well. Figures 
were quoted to show that ninety per cent, 
ot the 500,000 persons in prison got there 
through drink and that those who sup- 
port the saloons are between eighteen and 
thirty years of age. The duty that lies 
upon us to protect the lives of the young 
was considered, and irctances where a 
"living sorrow was sent home on parent's 
hearts" were spoken of. Often had the 
speaker looked on the babe in the cradle 
and thought, "From the cradle whither?" 
In regard to the business side of the li- 
cense policy an ex-selectman had given 
Mr. Penney the privilege to say that there 
is no money in it for the city when the 
whole city is told. In rei'erence to his 
statements on Sunday selling some time 
ago, Mr. Penney said that one man told 
him he could bring proof of eight or nine 
persons going out and into a place where 
liquor is sold on a Sunday morning be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock. 


At the 1 niversnlist 


cl ureh Rev. A. B. Church preached a ser- 
mon in the evening on "Some Essentials 
of a City Government." Time would not 
permit speaking of all the essentials, and 
Mr. Church spoke of four, the first of 
which he said was good and efficient offi- 
cials. It is the duty of the people to make 
wise selections ip choosing their officials. 
For mayor, no choice is presented, the 
community having agreed on one man. 
This man's ability no one questions, and 
those who know him be-t believe he will 
give our city the very best service of 
which he is capable. He has declared 
that he will and no one doubts his word. 
In selecting the others we have a large 
list to choose from, and out of it Mr. 
Church thought we could get a very tail- 
board of officials. We might, he (,aid, 
have done better, and should have done 
better if had not been for political parti- 
sanship and manoeuvering. 


The second essential is earnest co-opera- 


tion. Wo must not only have good 
officials, but the citizens should support 
them loyally in all taelr efforts to serve 
the city. Constant criticism and fault- 
finding is injurious and tends to weaken 
the government. Just and proper criticism 
when called for is always in order, but it 
should be given iu a friendly spirit and for 
good ends. The city officials are entitled 
to thorough support, and if they fail after 
this bps been given, the people know 
where the fault is and their duty is clear. 
Another essential is moral integrity. A 
city is a business corporation, but it ought 
also to be morally just and humane. It 
ougnt not to be open to the charge that 
corporations are soulless. No particular 
religion should be favored or anything of 
that kind, but the spirit of brotherhood 
should be cultivated. Nothing should be 
done for private gain, but everything for 
the public good. And we should all re- 
member that the moral character of a city 
depends as much on the constituents as 
upon the officials. 


The fourth and last essential spoken of 


was sobriety. Mr. Church spoke of the 
importance of the question of how to 
handle the liquor traffic. His own duty 
had always been plain. 
He considered 


the traffic one of the greatest evils, he 
hnew of no good that comes from it, and 
so when it is to be voted on there is no 
question in his mind as to the proper 
course. But good temperance people dif- 
fer in their views on this subject, and cir- 
cun.stances must also be taken into con" 
sideration. Mr. Church thought that no- 
license without the support of a strong 
public sentiment was of doubtful benefit, 
and~he questioned whether the temper- 
ance sentiment in this town ia strong 
enough to make prohibition effectual. 
If 


it « ere not it could not be make so by a 
mabis meeting and a few sermons a week 
bciore election. We ought, he said, to 
have a citizen's league to include all who 
are against the liquor traffic, whose busi- 
ness it should be to educate the people 
and build up public sentiment 
Its work 


should Dot be spasmodic, but constant. 
There is plenty of argument to be brought 
against the liquor traffic and such on as- 
sociation could bring out the argument 
and make it effective. 
A temperance sa- 


oon and cooking school would be good 
adjuncts to such a work, and when public 
sentiment had reached the proper point 
prohibition wonld come naturally and 
easily and vs ould be effective.
